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Claim (single) : 

A cup noodle container 1 in which an upper lid 2 or a" side" 
surface of the container 1 is printed or pasted with a time passing 
display body which changes in color in steps, said display body 3 
being constituted by a temperature indication material, a tempera- 
ture sensing material or the like.

EMBODIMENTS 

Fig. 1-A, Fig. 1-B and Fig. 1-C show cup noodle containers in 
which an upper lid 2 or a side surface of a cup noodle container 1 
is printed or pasted with a time passing display body 3 which changes 
in color in steps.

In the display body shown in Fig. 2-D it is possible to sense 
the temperature of the hot water poured into the cup noodle con- 
tainer 1 whereby the temperature indication material or temperature 
sensing material changes in color in steps a-b-c-d, and the remain- 
ing period of time or the lapse of time until the final completion 
time d can be visually measured and judged. In addition, in chang- 
ing the color in steps, by making the pitch of the color changing 
small it is possible to display the color change time passing near 
a stepless step. 
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In Figs. 2-E, 2-F and 2-G a printed layer 6 of an alphabetic 
character and/ or a graphic device are provided in the display, and 
it is adapted such that firstly the character or the graphic device 
is displayed and secondly at the time when the color change proceeds 
granually in steps the character or graphic device disappears or 
reversely appears.

In the display body of Fig. 2-H, the body is circular and changes 
the color in steps d-b-c-d concentrically from the center toward the 
outer circle. Further, the color can be changed reversely from the 
outer circle toward the center.

In Fig. 2-1 the printed layer 6 of a character or a graphic de- 
vice is provided in the display body, and it may be adapted such 
that firstly the character or the graphic device is displayed, and 
secondly at the time when the color change proceeds in steps the 
character or the graphic device disappears or reversely appears.

The characters or graphic devices in said Figures D to I are 
one example so as not to be limited, and it is possible to consider 
of various kinds of characters or graphic devices.

The principle of the gradual color change time passing display 
resides in a display body for displaying the gradual color change 
time passing by changing the material, temperature, reaction, 
thickness of the temperature indication material according to a 
thermal decomposition system, a sublimation phenomenon system, a 
chemical reaction system, a dissolution system, an electron 
receiving and giving system, a crystal type transfer system, a 
liquid crystal phenomenon system or the like by using a temperature 
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indication material (such as heat-sensitive "pigment or dyestaf f ) .

Reference numeral 1 (Fig. 3-J) designates a temperature indi- 
cation material (5) which is held by a transparent protection layer 
(4) and a transparent support layer (6) . 

Reference numeral 2 (Fig. 3-K) shows a display in which the 
transparent layer (4) is provided on the temperature indication 
(heat-senstitive) material (5), and a printed layer (7) of a charac- 
ter and/ or a graphic device and the transparent support layer (6) 
are provided therebeneath. 

Number 3 (Fig. 3-L) shows a diplay in which a heat insulating 
layer (8) is provided beneath the displays of Fig. 3-J and Fig. 3-K.

Being thus structured, the present invention relates to a cup 
needle container in which the color change time passing display body 
in steps changes in color so as to display the cooking time such as 
one minute to five minutes, said display body being printed or pasted 
oh the upper lid or the side surface of the container so as to change 
in color after pouring of hot water. 
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
